Monſ. Turenne march'd his army, and then ad- 
vanc'd near Sa/sbac, upon an eminence over agai 
a riſing ground, where the enemy were poſted. He 
was no ſooner come thither, than he was ſlain by a 
cannon-ball z which, having cattied off the arm of 
Monſ. 4e St. Hilaire, fell upon the bfeaſt of Monſ! july 25. 
Turenne and kill'd him; without any other wound 
than a violent contuſion. Thus died, at the age of 
threeſcore and four years, one of the greateſt men in 
all Europe; not only for his ability in war, but for a 
great many other noble qualifications, which ſeldom |

The battle of Hochſtet, where the Duke of Bava- 
ria and Mareſchal Villars defeated the Imperial 
army, commanded by the Count of Sirum. The 
treachery: of the inhabitants of Arsborirg to the Duke 
of Bavaria, in 8 the Prince of Zaaen's troops, 
had oblig'd the Mareſchal to quit his camp at Z- 
linguen ; he only left there 19 batallions, — 15 ſqua- 
drons, under the command of Monſ. 4 Un, Lieute- 
nant- General, to watch the motions of the Count 4e 
Stirum, who had an army of 25000 men; the Duke 


and Mareſchal, having join'd their troops, form'd the 


defign of attacking his army, which had begun its 
march with a view to deſcend along the Danube. 
They had agreed with Monſ. 4 Uon to march on 
his fide, but that he ſhould not move to engage in 
the attack, till after he had heard the diſcharge of 


three cannon, which was the fignal, to expreſs the 


time the Elector ſhould be in a condition to charge 
the enemy; but one of thoſe accidents, which ſome»

all their baggage. The French loſt only 200 men, 
and three Lieutenant-Colonels. Monſ. 4e Lee, Mareſ- 
chal 4e Camp, was wounded in five or fix places. 

The ſiege of Landau, by Mareſchal Zailard, The 
trench was open'd the evening before the 18th of 
October, and the town ſurrender'd a month after; 


but it was requiſite before to gain a battle, which 


was fought the preceding day, and was call'd the 
battle of Hire, becauſe it was fought near that place. 
Mr. Tallard began it very opportunely, the moment 
the enemy were upon a motion to make ſome change 
in the order of their battle.

ſlaughter without recoiſing, and the moſt part of the 
ſoldiers were ſlain in their ranks, and 3 


the grenadiers of the Prince of Heſſe, who did not 
ſtir a ſtep. After this firſt aſſault, the reſt: of the 


troops retir'd in diſorder, Their foot was entirely 


defeared, but their horſe came off better, as having 
retreated ſooner, _. | 11513. 
They had above 5000 men kill'd upon the field 
of battle, and, among the reſt, ſeveral Princes, Ge- 
nerals, and officers of note. Above 4000 were made 
priſoners, among whom were abundance of perſons 
and officers of diſtinction. They loſt all their can-

He 
came to the iſlands of Hieyes, and being inform'd 
that the enemy's army were ſeen off from Malaga, he 
bent his courſe thither. 5 Be 
Admiral Rock, having the wind on his fide, began 
the attack upon the fleet of France, His Corps de 
Bataille oppoſed ours, where the Count 4e Toulouſe 
was, which ſtood his fire with a great deal of bravery, 
and made him give way.

During the ſiege, the Nuke of Orleans came to- 
take the place of the Duke of Vendoſine, who was 


lent into the Low-Conntries to command there. 


When the ſuccour drew nigh, the Duke of Orleans 


pos'd in council to quit the lines, to meet the 


enemy, and fight them. This ſeem'd the moſt 
likely expedient of fucceſs, but Mareſchal Marcin, 


who had private orders from court, oppos'd it, and 
his advice was follow'd, which was to defend the 
lines and intrenchments, The lines were forc'd, 
and all the cannon taken, with their whole ſtores of 
ammunition, and proviſion, The enemy took a 


great number of priſoners, both ſoldlers and officers, 


and a great many were kill'd, and wounded, The 
Duke of Orleans, who was always preſent, where 
there was the moſt danger, received two conſiderable 
wounds; and Mareſchal Marcin was mottally 


1 ſo that he died the next day of his wounds. 


Upon a falſe information, concerning the ſituation of 
the enemy, they took another very wrong ſtep, and 
retir'd towards Pignerol. This loſt the King all 
Healy, whereas, they ſhould have ſlielter'q themſelves 
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under Caſa}, in order to have taken meaſures for pre- 


ſerving the Milanese, and the country of Mantua, 
"Tis ſaid, the enemy had between ſeven and eight 


thouſand men kill'd, or wounded in the attack of 


the lines, and in forcing the intrenchments, which 
were at firſt very well detended. 


Two days after this unfortunate battle; the Count Septemb. 3. : 


de Medavi, who commanded a body of the army, 
and was watching the motions of the Prince of Z/e/Ze, 
whoſe forces were ſtronger than his own, gain'd a 
conſiderable victory over him, and which would 
bave been attended with infinite advantage, had it 
not been for the unhappy defeat of Turin, which 
was then not known by that part of the army. The 
battle was fought near Caſtiz/ione, which the Prince 
of Heſſe had taken, and was then beſieging the ca- 
ſtle. The Prince, being advis'd that the Count was 
coming up to him to raiſe the ſiege, ſet forward to 
meet him, in the plain of Soffaria. They came to 
an . and the battle was begun in all parts 
at the ſame time. The Prince of Heſſẽ was defeat- 
ed. The Count of Medaui ſent Monſ. 4e Sebrer, 
a Colonel, with a detachment to Caſtigliona which he 
ſtorm'd, and took all the troops which were before 
the caſtle, at diſcretion, The Prince of Heſſe had 
ſeven thouſand five hundred men kill'd, wounded, 
or taken priſoners in theſe two actions. He loſt all 
his ammunition, which he had laid up for the fiege 
of the caſtle. Monſ. 4 Grancey, who commanded 
our right in the battle, Meſſicurs 4e Sebret, Dillon, 
and St. Pater had a preat ſhare in the victory. 
Monſ. 4e Grancey, who brought the news of it to his 
Majeſty, was made Mareſchal e Camp, and Monſ. 
de Sebret, Brigadier. The Count 4e Medavi was 
honour'd with the blue ribband. The French loſt 
few of their men, and no perſon of diſtinction. Af- 


ter this defeat, the enemy quitted all their poſts 


upon the Mincio; and the ſcatter'd remains of their

The Duke of Beauvilliers, Peer of . France, and 
Grandee of Shain, died at Leite lag near Verſailles, 
in the 675th year of his age. He had been Governor 
to the children of France, the Duke, of Burgundy, 


who was afterwards Dauphin, the Duke of Anjcu, 


then King of Hain, and the Duke of Berry. The 
manner, in which he diſcharg'd this important em- 
ployment, had gain'd him an univerſal elteem.

Ribageo, ſet ſail towards Majorca; as ſoon as he had 
received the order, and anchor'd in the road of Santa- 
ich. Ponfa. Iwo Engineers, whom he ſent to view the 
place proper for making his deſcent, found the 
coaſt defended with good intrenchments, furniſh'd 
with troops, ſoldiers, and five batteries of cannon, 
which fir d ſeveral times upon them. That he might 
not ſtay to attack the intrenchments, he ſet ſail to- 
wards the roads of Cale- Ferrera, and 3 
isch.

As they were beginning to encamp within ſight of 
this place, there ſallied out upon them a body

loſs. They then began to make preparations far the 
ſiege, which Colonel Ruby ſeem  refaly's to ſuſtain. 


But though they had two hundred pieces of artillery, 


a great quantity of ammunition, and one thouſand 
five hundred German troops in the Emperor's pay, 


the inhabitants oblig'd him to capitulate, ' as being 


unwilling to expoſe themſelves to the extreme rigours 
of the war, which the Chevalier 4 Asfeld had 
threaten'd them with. HEL 81 

The terms of the capitulation were as follow. 
1. That the German troops ſhould march out with 
all the military honours, and ſeven pieces . 
and that they ſhould be tranſported into Sardinia, 
but that the reſt ſhould throw themſelves upon the 
King's elemency. 2. That the inhabitants, who, 
were deſirous of leaving the place, ſhould have leave 
to do it, and be allow'd three months to ſell their 
effects. 3. That one gate, and the fort of S. Charles 
ſhould be deliver'd up the next day, and the reſt of 
the town in eight days after, with the other forts of 
the iſle of Majorca, the iſles of Ivica, Cabrera, and 
Formentera, with all their forts. Thus were theſe 
four iſlands reduc'd to the obedience of the King of 
Pain, and the war entirely ended, by the addreſs of
